The .relief of the asthma PJid arthritis cases by 


this method depends on the fact that these condi- 
tions arc. in certain cases, due to a focus of infec- 
tion in the gall tract. 


Even in cases which 
require 
opeprationr- but 


where for one or another reason operation is not 
feasible, this nonsurgical gall tract drainage 
has 


distinct value. 


Briefly, nonsurgical biliary drainage means the 


insertion of a tube through the mouth into the 
duodenum and the injection into the duodenum of 
an epsom salt solution, which excites the emptying 
o'f the gall sac contents into the duodenum, whence 
the fluid is withdrawn through the tube.

The map was executed under the 


direction of State Superintendent Ed- 
ward Searing; by Professor Nocodem- 
os and Allan Conover. the latter a 
Tiell known Madi«oman, the former at 
that time an instructor in the ensi- 
neenns department of the University 
of "Wisconsin. It is 48^ inches by 61 
Inches. It has inscribed upon it the 
location of every school m the state, 
with a symbol to indicate its srad" 
and kind—whether public or private 
ground the broad margins arc draw - 
Ings of "the univer^itv buildings, the 
normal school buildings, and at the 
top. the state coat of arms.
